THE VIENNA CAFE. 


HOW THE WEST ACQUIRED THE 
COFFEE HABIT. 


[Bradford Colt de Wolf in The Inter- 
national Magazine:] The following 
story is told of the origin of ‘he mod- 
ern Vienna Café. It was in 1683, when 
Vienna was besieged by the Turks. 
Notwithstanding the heroic defense of 
Count Rudiger Starmberg, the Vien- 
nese saw the time approaching when 
they would be compelled to capitulate, 
if help from without did not reach 
them. One morning Kulezycki, a 
handsome young Pole, presented him- | 
self to Starmberg and offered to cross 
the Turkish line and warn the army of 
reinforcements of Vienna's desperate 
condition. Starmberg accepted the of- 
fer, and that night Kulcsycki, dis- 
guised as a Turk, left the besieged city 
and entered the Ottoman camp. He 
was at once arrested and taken to the 
commander-in-chief. In answer to 
the questions put to him he replied 
that he was a Belgrade merchant, and 
had come to propose a new plan of fur- 
nishing provisions to the Turkish army. 


STERRETT ON TROGLO- 
DYTES OF CAPPADOCTA. 
[New York Tribune:] Prof. J. R. 8. 
Sterrett of Amherst College, who has 
some interesting investigations among 
the troglodyte dwellings in Cappa- 
docia, recently lectured upon the sub- 
ject of these rock houses before the 
New York Society of the Archaeologi- 
cal Institute of America. Much of 
what he said has as a basis personal 
exploration. In. brief, his remarks 


were: 
“The earliest men we have any 
knowledge of, dwelt in caves.
